TEXAS.— ThafoHowing letter from an offi- 
cer of the army, now in Texas, to Senator 
larria, oi' Albany, Now York, will be read 
vith interest : 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, March 25, ISO I. 
I enclose Gov. Houston's last, perhaps, 


expiring gasp, us one of the refreshing in- 
cidents of the day. Xhe vile spirit abroad 
vill crush, him, but he will " die game.'' — 
Che sacrifice of bravo men nucl officers, in 
L'exas, through the traitor Twiggs, is do:;bt- 
ess well known. Upwards of two thou- 
iand men are now absolutely prisoners of 
var. Should the authorities at \Vnshing- 
,ou take any step that can he construed in- 
,o a hostile intent, the officers and soldiers 
n Texas will be mtule close prisoners of 
war. 
Not one of our men has joined the 


Texan forces, though guaranteed protection 
>y orders from Davis. In mortification and 
sadness they saw the " Lone Star " and the 
lag of the Southern Confederacy flying 
rora all the public buildings, and turned 
with still stronger affection and love to the 
' stars and stripes." 
Officers from the se- 


ceding states will resign, but there is a wave 
rolling behind, upon the crest of which will 
is found men and soldiers who love their 
country, — itsglories — -its greatness and pros- 
perity, and will stand by the • constitution 
;hat made and which. will still secure them. 
Let us have peace if we can. I deprecate 
civil war. But why surrender all, when oui 
country has been robbed and the backbone 
of the nation broken by conspirators in the 
cabinet? Fort Snmter! my heart aches 
when I think of my friend ANDERSON .and 
those around him. I feel as though I was 
writing from a prison. 
The committee o/ 


public safety have . forbid my joining my 
command. An express arrived from Aus 
tin the day after I .came, enjoining upon 
the commander to. keep me here. Perhaps 
Imay.be hung — or what .is called ^here, 
Jwff'd — merely another name.

The Suspension of Specie Payment. 


The senate bill for the supension of spe- 


cie payments by our banks, was entirely 
different from that adopted. 
It would have 


been very detrimental to the interests of 
the state had it passed both branches of 
the legislature. 


In the assembly the wholesenate bill was 


stricken out, and a substitute, offered bj 
Mr. Graham, adopted in its stead, and is 
now a law. 
It provides for a suspension 


of specie payments by the banks until the 
first of December next, at which time the 
law passed at the present session, providing 
for central redemption takes effect. This 
•will enable the sound banks of the state to 
give the people a reliable circulation un- 
til that law takes effect, and the banks of 
the state will be compelled to redeem their 
currency upon an equality. 
The comptrol- 


ler ii still obliged to call on the delinqaent 
banks to put up' their further securities re- 
quired by law, or be wound np. 


Under ordinary eironmstaneea we should 


be opposed to legalizing the suspension ef 
«peeie payments by opr banks, but we see 
no other way at thi§ time to obtain ft cur- 
rtney upon which the people can rely. In 
this way our sound and reliable banks, in- 
stead of retiring their circulation, which 
they are obliged to do, on account of the 
call for specie, will be protected in issuing 
it. 
. 


Tit* Surrender of Port Snmtor. 


The loss of Fort Sumter is regretted more 


because it gives the rebels an opportunity 
to boast of it than on account of iti value 
to the national government. There is this 
advantage in the attack npon it—it relieves 
the government from the non-resistance po- 
sition which it was forced to occupy on so- 
•cunt of the condition in which Mr. Buchan- 
an left our national affairs. 
When Mr. Lin- 


coln came in, Fort Snmter was already be- 
ieiged by an army, and numerous batteries 
bad, been erected around it. It could not 
1)6 relieved without a vast preparation; and 
there was, moreover, a desire that the first 
act of war should come from the rebels.— 
This has been done, and they, have won an 
apparent victory. But it will prove a dear 
one to them. They have commenced the 
war, and have wounded the honor of the 
nation by their success. The people feel 
that the taking of Fort Sumter is a disgrace 
to the American name, and that it must be 
atoned for. War has been forced npon the 
government, and it is now justified in car- 
rying it forward vigorously. Hence the 
sympathies of all loyal men are with it, 
while the rebels are deprived of every ex- 
cuse or justification. 


Fort Sumtef is lost, but one vessel of 


war is of more value off the harbor of 
Charleston, than the possession of that fort. 
The government is now' relieved from all 
necessity tp defend it, and can nsa all ita 
means in a vigorous cotnpaign in other di- 
rtctions more important for its own preser- 
vation, and where the enemy can ba reach- 
ed witb greater effect. 


The Grammar School. 


To the Board of Education: 


The committee appointed by your honor- 


able board to attend the examination at 
the grammar school of the city, would re- 
spectfully report that they have attended to 
the duties assigned them, and find that the 
school is under the supervision of Miss 
Mary Graham, principal, and Miss Lauuie 
Martin, assistant, conducted with admirable 
order and marked ability, as is evinced by 
the progress made by the pupils in the 
studies pursued in the school. 


Your commutes most highly commend 


the superior discipline and 
systematic 


course of government observable in all the 
exercises ; and the rules of the school are 
enforced with that gentleness and firmness 
which at the same time command nnquali- 
figd obedience and ensures the utmost re- 
spect, deference and love to those who en- 
force them. 


There are four divisions, in each of which 


are four classes, pursuing the studies of 
grammar, practical arithmetic, mental arith- 
metic, reading, geopraphy, spelling, etc., 
in all of which the students are unexpect- 
edly proficient, when we take into consider- 
ation the long vacation which occurred du- 
riug the best portion of the year for impart- 
ing instruction, and the short time which 
has elapsed since the school was resumed ; 
and also the fact that a large class was pro- 
moted to the High School, at the commence- 
ment of the term. 


Questions propounded to the scholars, 


with but a few exceptions, met with a ready 
response ; nor was there any appearance of 
especial preparation for the occasion, as is 
sometime!'the case; but judgment and 
good sound sense, such as will wear in 
practical life, dictated the answers. 


Although not designing to particularize 


in noticing the different classes, your com- 
mittee take especial pleasure in speaking 
of the classes in mental arithmetic as de- 
serving of no common praise for the excel- 
lence they have attained in that branch of 
their studies. 


The exercises in composition, declama- 


tion and singing were good, very good for 
those who have had no more experience. 
The importance of these pursuits seems to 
be fully appreciated by both instructors and 
pupils. 


The attendance at school has been prompt 


and uninterrupted, considering the distance 
at which many live from its location. 


'There were twenty-four graduates for the 


High School at the close of the last term ; 
and here it is proper for your committee to 
remark that the impression seems to have 
been quite prevalent among the citizens of 
Janesville, that this is exclusively a gram- 
mar school, where no other branch of edu- 
cation is taught, when, in fact, all the dif- 
ferent branches that are taught in the ward 
schools are pursued here, and the object of 
this school is to receive those who have 
passed through the ward schools, and pre- 
pare them for entering the Higli School. 


Your committee see nothing to condemn 


in the management of this excellent school, 
but everything to commend, and believe no 
more excellent and efficient teachers can be 
found than those who now have it in charge.
